i( SUBJECT: Discontinuance of Program for Assisting SWPC in Processing 
Veterans' Applications for Surplus Property for Use in 
Agricultural Enterprises - SPA Reg. 7 


This memorandum supersedes Special Services Memorandum 225, Surplus War ~ 
Property-14, and 235, Surplus War Property-14, Amendment 1. 


SPB Reg. 7, dated May 29, 1945, and as amended to August 3, 1945, has been re- 
vised and issued as SPA Reg. 7. (See Federal Register dated October 16, 1945.) 
The effective date of SPA Reg. 7 is O,tober 15, 1945. 


SPA Reg. 7 and the procedure issued by the Smaller War Plants Corporation to 
implement that Regulation relieve county AAA committees of all responsibilities 
in connection with the program. Consequently, the program outlined in Special 
Services Memorandums 225 and 235 is no longer in effect. With reference to SPA 
Reg. 7, the following is given for informational purposes only: 


(1) Ex-service members who have been released from active service, but who 
have not been technically discharged, also have veterans! rights under 
the new Regulation; 

(2) A business, professional or agricultural enterprise means one of which 

) mora..than 50 per cont of the invested canital or ‘not. income.thereof is 
owned by, or accrucs to, a veteran or veterans, Also, tools and equip- 
ment may be acquired by a veteran is he is an employee and is required 
by his employment to have his own tools or equipment: 

(3) The $2500 limitation on purchases has been eliminated; 

(4) Veterans entering the retail business may buy an initial stock of sur- 
plus goods for resale to the public; 

(5) After approval of an application the veteran may deal directly with the 
disposal agency or have SWPC act as his agent; 

(6) Credit may be extended to the veteran under terms and conditions esta- 
blished by the disposal agency; 

(7) The veteran will be charged a fair price, which is not to be greater 
than the lowest price which is offered to any trade level at the time of 
acquisition of the property; 

(8) In the territories and possessions, where no office of the Smaller Var 
Plants Corporation has been established, veterans may exercise prefer- 
ence by dealing directly with the disposal agencies. 


According to SWPC, application Form SWPC-66 will be revised and should be available 
within the next two or three weeks, Stocks of unused Forms SWPC-66 in county and 
State offices may be given to SWPC District offices or otherwise disposed of. 

At present, it is the desire of SWPC to have veterans file their applications at 
District offices in person, The application may be filed at any SWPC District 
office. SPC has informed its District office personnel that they may request 
information from the nearest county AAA office in connection with a veteran's 
application for agricultural equipment and supplies. In general, the information 
desired will be whether a questioned item listed in an application is used in 
connection with farming operations,
